ROME, Nov. 27.—#)—Neither 
Italian penal law nor international 
treaties and usage justified ecxtradi- 
tion of Anton Pavelich and Egon 
Kvaternik, alleged ringleaders in the 
assassination of Yugoslavia’s King 
Alexander, an official communique 
aaid tonight in the first official ex- 
planation of Italy’s refusal. 

Quoting several articles of tbe 
Franco-Italian treaty of 1870 and 
from the Italian penal code which 
“precisely defines the causes for ex- 
tradition,” the communique said Alex- 
anders assassination was clearly a 
political crime, as was the simul- 
taneous killing of French Foreign 
Minister Louis Barthou. 

Under the terms of laws governing 
the case the court of appeals “‘could 
not and should not” grant the extra- 
dition requested by France, it was 
pointed out.

Coroner \A. E. Haegele announced 
that while \the theory that the chil- 
dren died from carbon monoxide has 
been discarded he has not definitely 
accepted suffocation as the cause and 
he will not until he has seen “in black 
and white” the report of Dr. George 
R. Moffitt, Harrisburg -pathologist. 

Coroner Haegele said Dr. Moffitt’s 
examination is still in progress and 
that when it is completed he will make 
the report public. He emphasized that 
“at no time did I say suffocation was 
the cause of death, What I did say 
that suffocation possibly was the 
cause.” 

Dr. Moffitt at Harrisburg confirmed 
the suffocation theory and said he is 
searching for traces of cyanide or ar- 
senic poisoning. He is examining the 
brains of the children. 

Blood found jn the noses of the 
children and evidences of hemorrhages 
and intense congestion in the brains, 
Dr. Moffitt said, led him to believe 
is the theory of death by suffoca- 
ion. 

He added he has found no trace as 
yet of cyanide, arsenic, chloroform, 
carbon monoxide or similar poisons, 

At the request of Dr. Moffitt, Cor- 
oner Haegele’ re-examined the chil- 
drens’ heads but reported he found no 
evidence of strangulation. Dr. Mof- 
fitt said in death in that manner the 
eardrums sometimes burst but Dr, 
Haegele said the children’s eardrums 
were intact. 

Major C. M. Wilhelm, deputy su- 
perintendent of state police, said that 
while Mrs. Dills’ description of the 
man and woman who stopped at her 
place is not complete, it could fit ‘a 
man and a woman found shot to death 
in a railroad shanty near Duncans- 
ville on Saturday morning about the 
same time the children wer® discovered 
dead near Carlisle.

CUMMING, Ga., Nov. 27.—Stone- 
ville No. 2 cotton was king here this 
morning when the farmers of Forsyth 
county met on the courthouse lawn 
for a cotton sale. 

Through the efforts of Otto Mills, 
county agent, and prominent farmers 
of the county the Stoneville No. 2 
brand of cotton was first planted this 
year by 50 farmers in the county. The 


result is that those 50 farmers were 
rewarded by being paid from 13 to 
13 3-4 cents a pound for their cot- 
ton. The price is from a quarter of a 
cent to’a cent higher than other grades 
grown in the county. 

Mills said that it was the hope of 
the citizens who co-operated with him 
in this movement to have all the farm- 
ers in Forsyth county plant Stone- 
ville No. 2 cotton. “There are 10,000 
bales grown in this county each year, 
and if the farmers would plant the 
grade of cotton we want them to it 


would mean an increase of $50,000 for 
this county,” Mills said. 

S. J. Smith, E. C. Thomas, B. R. 
Woodliff and H. L. Wills are the 
farmers who have been foremost in 
the movement of establishing the new 
variety in Forsyth county. 

Approximately 140,000 pounds of 
seeds from this year’s crop have been 
saved and kept separate from other 
brands so that the farmers who wish 
to plant Stoneville No. 2 next year 
may do so. Arrangements have been 
made with E. C. Thomas, ginner, by 
which the farmers will be allowed to 
swap their old brand of seed for some 
of the new brand. 

Buyers from Gainesville, Atlanta, 
Athens, Cartersville and Macon attend- 
ed the sale, and were unanimous in 
saying that the cotton was of good 
grade. The staple ran between an inch

Agitation for Separation 
of Atkanta Area Led by 
John Manget. 


By DR. THOMAS M. ELLIOTT. 
During the atintial  agssion of the 
North , Georgia Methodist conference 


‘to be held in Atlanta béginning at 7 


o'clock this evening at Wesley Me- 
morial chureh, two of the outstanding 
matters to be considered will refer to 
the division of the Atlanta district 
into two districts and the discontinu- 
ance of the greup insurance plan, 
whereby ministers have been iffsured 
for a nominal sum for many years. 

John A. Manget, prominent Atlanta 
Methodist layman and member of the 
annual conference, is leader of the 
agitation to divide the Atlanta dis- 
trict into two districts and also to 
seek the continuance of the group in- 
surance for’ ministers of the confer- 
ence body. 

Two weeks ago Mr. Manget sent 
out letters to the conference members 
seeking expression of sentiment fela- 
tive to the matter, so that he might 
approach the conference authorities on 
the proposal. Out of 211 replies re- 
ceived to date, said Mr. Manget, 
were favorable to the proposal. Mr. 
Manget says it is estimated that the 
merging of the two Atlanta districts 
into one group has cost the confer- 
ence some $15,000 annually in benevo- 
lent collections. 

As to the group insurance plan, Mr. 
Manget is this week placing an ad- 
vertisement at his own expense in 
the church. publication, setting forth 
urgent reasons why the group insur- 
ance should be continued and plead- 
ing that conference. members not 
swept off their feet by oratory. He 
says this group instrance is the most 
important measure conceivable for the 
mental. relief of aged men who could 
not get insurance otherwise, and that 
it is a ready relief for the family of 
a minister passing away. 

The annual cost of the group insu 
ance for the last five years has been 
$6,500. The benefits thus received 
were applied to the relief of families 
of superannuated ministers who died, 
and who would otherwise be without 
any insurance whatsoever. 

Reference is made to the legality 
of preferred claims in the conference 
budget. Nr. Manget says that, for 15 
years, appropriations have been pre- 
ferred, and accepted by vote, of the 
conference. He cites five great bish- 
ops, some of whom are now dead, 
who have approved the preferred 
claims as to this matter, regardless 
of illegality or immorality.

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WAR HYSTERIA IN EUROPE 

The comprehensive review gath- 
ered by the Associated Press of po- 
litical conditions throughout Europe 
presents a disturbing of govern- 
ments and peoples seeking align- 
ments to strengthen themselves 
either for defense or offense. 

So threatening is the picture that 
it is necessary to look below the 
surface and consider. basic condi- 
ditions if the fear of another de- 
structive war is to be dissipated. 

In many respects, surface condi- 
tions are similar to those that ex- 
isted before the World War, and 
which were responsible for the con- 
flagration that swept Europe for 
four years, taking the lives of mil- 
lions of men, resulting in the re- 
making of the map of the continent, 
and being, in the last analysis, re- 
sponsible for the world depression 
that set in in the fall of 1929. 

While from outward appearances 
the situation now is markedly simi- 
lar to what it was in the early part 
of 1914, behind the scenes there 
is a difference that argues for peace 
rather than war. 

Twenty years. ago the war scare 
was brought about by greed and ra- 
cial animosities. Now it arises from 
uncertainty and fear. 

So while nations are now, as they 
were in 1914, frenziedly increasing 
their war preparations, and their 
diplomats are scurrying around 
seeking new alliances, the motive 
actuating these activities is’ vastly 
different. The nations of Europe, 
big and little, are not now going 
around with a chip on the shoul- 
der looking for an opportunity to 
come to grips with some histori- 
cally disliked neighbor. Rather, 
they are hoping merely to be able 
to scare off attacks. 

Further reassurance that war is 
unlikely despite the alarming con- 
ditions that exist is contained in the 
fact that few European nations are 
in a position to finance a_ war.

THE LIBRARY REMODELING 

No FERA project directly affects 
more Atlantans than the enlarge- 
ment of the Carnegie Library plant, 
work on which was started this 
week. 

For many years the present 
building, which has not been added 
to since it was first erected many 
years ago, has been inadequate to 
accommodate the constantly in- 
creasing numbers of books in the 
lifrary, nor the steady growth in 
patrons. ° 

Because of lack of space valu- 
able reference books have had to 
be stored in the basement and in 


every possible nook and cranny of | 


the building. Calis for these books 
have put unnecessary work.on the 
librarians and caused an undue de- 
lay. The reading rooms have be- 
come much too small to efficiently 
and comfortably accommodate those 
using them. 

Time and again the fine execu- 
tives who have been at the head 
of the library have called attention 
to the vital need of enlargement of 
the facilities, but the financial con- 
dition of the city treasury has never 
made itepossible for the additions 
to be made. 

Now with federal funds, secured 
through the FERA, the three floors 
of the building will be extended 
over the 38x40 area in the rear 
of the building, providing accom- 
modation for 70,000 books and re- 
lieving the congestion in the older 
section of the building.

We 
are now in the transition era and 
every transition era in history has 
brought the misery of dislocation and 
the anxious search for direction. For 
the time being the contemplation of 
the manifestations of life may seem 
puzzling. But that is o@ly so because 
we rivet our eyes too much upon the 
present. We must look ahead for 
the future holds good tidings. 


France in 


Turmoil. 


The turn of France to be hit by the 
world crisis seems to have arrived at 
last, and as has always been the case 
in that country the political prob- 
lems are given far more attention than 
the economic. We have in France nu- 
merous armed bodies, each with some 
kind of a political program, threaten- 
ing each other, and they state that 
they will come out into the streets if 
they cannot obtain satisfaction in par- 
liament. This diverts attention from 
the real job on hand. The question is 
to alleviate the effects of the eco- 
nomic crisis, but the government can- 
not do a great deal until all those 
armed bands have been dissolved and 
sent home. 

And here is where the difficulty 
comes in. Everyone of those bands 
bas a group of representatives in par- 
liament who resist every attempt to 
effect a general clean-up. “Not that 
we are dangerous,” he says to the 
state, “we are only arming in self- 
defense. Better get the other fellows 
first. When you have disarmed them, 
we will follow suit voluntarily.” That 
is the way all of them talk with the 
result that nothing is done and the 
tension in Paris grows by leaps and 
bounds. 

Newspaper offices of the half-dozen 
rival political leagues are now turned 
into small citadels, where armed men 
stand on guard and muster everyoné 
who enters. The slightest intident will 
throw the fat into the fire and we 
will have a repetition here of what 
took place in February, riots and 
bloodshed and maybe a civil war. In 
the meantime the parliamentarians 
keep on talking and debating. 

What “would you say of the man- 
ager of a factory who kept on arguing 
while his plant was on fire? The 
first thing to do would seem to be: 
Put out the fire and let the smoke 
clear out, so that we may see where

THE BABY GNAWS ON WOOD. 

Please tell me what I can do, asks 
moth@r. I have a baby one year old 
and she chews paint all the time, on 
chairs, crib, window sills and any- 
where she can reach. I have tried 
everything to stop her from doing this. 
but nothing does any good. (Mrs. G. 
c. M.) 

A baby about the same age was 
brought into the hospital for treatment 
for a progressive, mysterious weakness 
which presented the picture of ma- 
rasmus or malnutrition. But investi- 
gation of the patient's history showed 
that he had been breast fed and had 
received adequate vitamin and iodin 
rations, to the best of our judgment. 
The blood examination gave a clue. 
Besides the anemia (diminish num- 
ber of red corpuscles and diminished 
proportion of hemoglobin) stippling 
or a peculiar spotted appearance of 
the red corpuscles was not-d. This is 
indicative of lead poisoning., The 
baby also presented some puzzling 
signs of encephalitis or inflammation 
of brain or brain membranes, as do 
many of these victims of lead poison- 
ing. The diagnosis of lead poisoning 
was confirmed at autopsy. 

Many babies are in the habit of 
gnawing on wood. If they have only 
clean wood to gnaw it does not harm. 
But painted furniture or toys which a 
baby may put to his mouth are a men- 
ace to the baby's health and life. 
White nursery paint and enamel are 
generally lead, but bright colors used 
on children’s furniture and toys are 
always injurious. 

The baby’s crib, high chair, toys and 
even the nursery window sills ought to 
be of unpainted wood. Such furni- 
ture comes cheaper in the first place 
After the baby has outgrown his taste 
for wood, ashes, sand, garden soil, 
flower pots and wall plaster, then 
someone in the household can have 
a lot of fun —- up the furniture 
whatever bright or harmonious hue 
may seem appropriate. Incidentally 
housewives who like to paint should 
bear in mind that the harmful effects 
of turpentine, wood alcohol, gasoline, 
benzol, anilin, nitrobenzene and other 

isons used in peints, enamels and 
acquers are comparatively harmless 
unlest in it is always wise 
to make sure of free ventilation when 
applying these finishes indoors.

TOKYO, Nov. 27. — (#) — Japan

She asked France. and Italy, two 
of the other four signatory powers, 
to join her in abrogating the pact. 

Previously the United States and 
Great Britain had been requested, at 
the naval conversations now in prog- 
ress in London, to act with Japan to 
terminate the treaty, but without 
success. 

The Tokyo government has decided

which limits its navy to three-fifths 
the size of the British or American, 
before December 31, the denunciation 
to become effective two years hence 
as stipulated in the treaty. 

Foreign Minister Koki Hirota, it 
was learned, invited -he Italian and 
French diplomatic representatives to 
visit him, explained apan’s decision 
to abrogate the pact and suggested 
that their governments do likewise. 
They promised to communicate with 
their governments. 

It was explained that Japan did 
not have to notify the British and 
American ambassadors of the proposal, 
inasmuch as_ this government’s in- 
tention already has been communi- 
cated to London and Washington rep- 
resentatives. 

Whatever be the response to the 
Japanese propusal, it was officially 
announced, Japan will not be shaken 
in her determination to deposit in 
Washington, ut the earliest possible 
date, notification of abrogation. 


U. 8S. NAVAL RACE ENTRANCE 
TO BE URGED BY VINSON 

-WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(4)— 
In unvarnished words, the congres- 
sional leader on naval legislation 
warned today that if existing treaties 
are scrapped he will insist, in any 
ensuing naval race, upon American 
construction of “five ships for each 
three laid down by Japan.” 

Chairman Vinson, democrat, Geor- 
gia, of the house naval affairs com- 
mittee, was the spokesman. 

The Japanese already have given 
unofficial notice that they intend to 
withdraw from the Washington treaty 
because the United States and Great 
Britain will not set aside the existing 
5-5-8 ratio and grant Japan actual 
equality on the seaS - 

Today, as Japan was inviting 
France and Italy to join her in de- 
nouncing the treaty, Vinson told the 
Associated Press: 

“T sincerely and honestly hope it 
won’t be necessary to scrap the treaty. 
But it seems we cannot hope very 
strongly now for anything else. 

“We cannot grant naval equality to 
Japan at any price. If the Tokyo 
government does insist upon wrecking 
the treaty, I will insist that the 
(house naval affairs) committee and 
congress make enough money avail- 
able to build five ships for each three 
laid down by Japan.’ 

Japan, he reminded, had once 
agreed to be satisfied with three war- 
ships for each five built by the Unit- 
ed States or Great Britain. 


NON-SUPPORT OF TOKYO 
SEEN IN U. 8S. QUARTERS 
LONDON, Nov. 27.—(#)—American 
quarters here tonight were confident 
Japan would get no support from 
France or Italy in her denunciation 
of the 1922 Washington naval treaty. 
The American delegates to tri-pow- 
er naval conversations here, 
have reached the point of break-up 
over Japan’s insistence on naval par- 
ity, understood both powers would 
back Great Britain and the United 
States in placing the responsibility 
for denunciation entirely on Japan.

BONUS PASSAGE 
OVER VETO SEEN 


House Believed Certain 
To Revolt Against 
President’s Wishes. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(UP)— 
Balky members of the 74th congress 
predicted tonight a majority of house 
democrats would join with republicans 
to pass again with an overwhelming 
vote the $2,200,000,000 soldier bonus 
bill. 

The fate of the measure in the sen- 
ate is problematical. Party leaders 
have informed President Roosevelt 
that the bill is certain of increased 


‘support in the body which twice has 


voted against it. 

Bi-partisan pressure in favor of the 
legislation was forecast by Representa- 
tive Isaac Bacharach, republican, New 
Jersey. Belief that a majority of 
democratic members would desert the 
administration on this issye was ex- 
pressed by Representative Fred Vin- 
son, democrat, Kentucky. Both are 
members of the powerful house ways 
and means committee in charge of 
the legislation; both voted against a 
bonus bill at the last session and both 
believe the house can pass such a 
measure over Mr. Rtoosevelt’s veto. 

There is every indication that the 
bonus is on the president’s list of 
‘official worries. He has discussed the 


‘question with two of his senate |:ad- 


‘ers—Joe ‘IT. Robinson, of Arkansas, 
and Pat Harrison, of Mississippi. 
Afterward, the impression wag left 
that Mr. Roosevelt favored a “pay- 
as-you-go” policy in regard to regular 
government expengitures. 

In other words, if the 74th congress 
insists upon the immediate payment of 
the bonus—then it is up to the con-

claring war_on us and invading our 
country were to come to pass to- 
morrow there would not be a voice 
heard decrying defense of the country 
because that defense meant an unbal- 
anced Budget. 

Engaged in Economic War. 

“We are engaged in a great eco- 
nomic warfare that has produced far 
more drastic results than would be 
produced by an _ invading foreign 
enemy. Why should we worry about 
a balanced budget when an_ unbal- 
anced budget is our only hope for 
future economic security?” 

Senator LaFollette agreed with 
the plan of President Roosevelt and 
administration leaders in the senate 
that ordinary governmental expenses 
should be held down as much as pos- 
sible and all funds possible diverted 
to channels which would send them 
into the fight for complete recovery. 

Regarding inflation, the senator 
said: 

“There is a national deficit which 
must be paid. There are two things 
which can be done to pay it. We can 
have inflation or we can have high 
taxes. Business interests are opposed 
to inflation, strongly opposed to it. 
They are more strongly opposed to 
the high taxes and when the time 
comes these same people who are 
decrying inflation now will call for 
it rather than have to take the other 
alternative.” 

Hits Wealth Centralization. 

The senator launched into an attack 
on concentration of wealth, a favorite 
topic of his late father, in his lunch- 
eon speech. 

“There are those who contend that 
it is not harmful that great wealth 
should be held by a few persons, but 
I believe differently,” he said. “After 
a man has enough money to buy all 
the necessities he can use and after 
he has all the luxuries he can possibly 
want, he is out of the market for any 
additional purchases. Ordinarily he 
sinks the residue into non-taxable 6e- 
curities and escapes his just propor- 
tion of governmental costs. 

“The only way to re-establish pros- 
perity in America is to re-establish 
the buying power of the public and 
that means the ordinary man. Our 
economical structure is such that the 
increased or decreased buying power 
of any large group affects vitally 
every other group. 

“That is the reason why farm®rs 
now have to grow and market prod- 
ucts at less money than they actually 
cost — the man in the cities cannot 
pay a reasonable price for commodi- 
ties. 

" “We have to provide means of em- 
plovment for those 10.000,000 men, 
and ther must be along constructive 
lines, Direct relief through handing

“We have solved the problem of 
production.

If that 
money had been expanded for the bet- 
terment of mankind, it would have 
purchased a tive-acre tract of land at 
$100 an acre; built a $2,500 house 
and put $1,000 worth of furniture in 
it at retail prices for every’ family 
in the United States, the British 
Isles; France, Denmark and several 
others thrown in.

“This depression is none the less 


important. We are engaged in a war 
on it. The future of America depends 
on what we do about it. 


mI _Law Against War Urged. 

_ “We ought to amend the constitu- 
tion of the United States to prevent 
us from entering any other wars un- 
less actually invaded by an enemy ex- 
cept by a vote of the people of the 
nation. 3 

“Under the present set-up, if $100 

represented the entire wealth of the 
United States and if 100 people rep- 
resented the entire population, one of 
those persons would have $59: one 
would have $9; 22 would have $1.22 
each and the 76 left would have only 
7 cents-each. That is the distribution 
of the wealth of the nation at the 
preseht time. 
_ “Is there any wonder that the buy- 
ing power of the people has — been 
crushed ?

. Buying Power Prostrated. 


“That is because the buying power i 


of the nation is prostrated. And until 
that is re-established, we can hope for 
no better times. We could not invest 
in railroads, we have them. We could 
not build additional textile, shoe or 


other manufacturing — there al- 
ready is an oversupply. 

“What must be done is to initiate 
a great program of public improve- 
ments in which the cities, counties, 
states and federal government will 
co-operate. 

“In New York alone there are 425,- 
000 homes with no inside plumbing. 
Slums of Cleveland cost $52 a “bogged 
police while other parts. of the city 
cost much: less. The slums also breed 
crime and there is danger of spread 
of social diseases. 

“Our educational systems must be 
maintained and expanded to give 
future citizens an opportunity to*face 
the problems .which will confront 
them. We must do this and we must 
send the bill for it to the people of 
America and make them pay it ac-. 
cording to their ability to pay.”’ 

Senator La Follette; who retently 
successfully launched his own progres- 
sive party in Wisconsin, said that he 
would continue to follow President 
Roosevelt in his leadership for recov- 
ery but he also let it be known that 
he reserves the right to oppose any fu- 
ture measures with which he could 
not agree. 

Silent on New Party. 

He absolutely refused to talk about 
the progressive party, its aims and 
purposes and its plans, if any, for ex- 
pansion. Although it is not unlike the 
farmer-labor movement in Wisconsin’s 
adjacent Minnesota or the Non-Parti- 
san League movement in neighboring 
North Dakota, there have been no 
attempts made to bring about an 
alignment which doubtless would re- 
sult in leadership for La Follette over 
the entire area.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—(UP)— 
Wall street had the utilities problem 
to worry about again tonight. 

There were two causes for anxiety 
about this delicate situation. Une 
came from Judge John EK. Mack at 
Poughkeepsie, counsel to the legisla- 
tive committee investigating public 
utilities, and the othe came from 
sige Fiorello LaGuardia, of New 

ork. 


New York city aldermen today pass- 
ed a three per cent tax on gross in- 
comes of utilities and the mayor made 
this campaign the basis for a state- 
ment attacking utility companies. The 
board of estimate still must vote on 
the tax bill. 

Judge Mack announced his commit- 
tee possibly would have a plan for 


reduction in power aftd light rates 
ready by February 15 and added: 

“The present situation, with every- 
one hammering away at the utilities, 
might be the psychological moment 
to drive a bargain with them.” 
FURTHER FUEL. 

These two developments were fur- 
ther fuel to the dissatisfaction over 
utility holdings. A considerable short 
interest has been developing, some 
brokers report, in stocks of utility 
companies for the past several days 
and some traders have been outspoken 
in saying such a position appeared 
advisable at the moment. Utilities 
wavered some in today’s market, al- 
though they were not among the pop- 
ular trading issues, The market eclos- 
ing irregular with slightly more than 
a million shares traded and with some 
evidences of fairly good absorption of 
profit-taking.

ALEXANDER DENIES 
DECATUR ‘SURPLUS’ 


Candidate for Commission 
Hits Reports on Finances; 
Others Speak. 


Charges that Decatur has no cash 
surplus but only a cash balance and 
$13,801 worth of unpaid obligations 
were made Tuesday night by Hooper 
Alexander Jr., candidate for city com- 
missioner of Decatur, in a talk at a 
meeting under the auspices of the 
South Decatur Improvement Club at 
the DeKalb courthouse. 

A statement recently issued by City 
Manager R. M. Abernathy .that De- 


eatur had a surplus of $19,000 as of 
November 10 was attacked by Alexan- 
der, who asserted the city clerk’s fig- 
ures showed Decatur has a cash bal- 
ance but not a surplus. The city owed,

RELIEF IDEA PREVAILS 
INC. C. C. SELECTIONS 


Major General George Van Hote 
Moseley, commander of the fou 
army corps area, said Tuesday he was 
applying the emergency relief idea in 
appointing reserve officers for duty in 
civilian conservation corps work in his 
area. 

He said the relief program also pre- 
vailed in connection with the hiring of 
civilian workers in connection with 
CCC duty, over which his authority 
extended. 

“The idea of putting to work one 
bread winner in every family unit 
during this emergency, as I see it, 
ought to be adhered to,” he said, “es- 
pecially as far as the United States 
government is concerned.” 

The general expressed the wish that 
its application could more “thor- 
ough” throughout the nation—in every 
army corps area—and added that as 
far as he knew the fourth corps area 
was the only area applying this policy 
in the idea of selecting group leaders. 

Of the approximately 1,000 reserve 
officers which he said he appoints for 
CCC duty, all need the work and are 
classed as “dependents” by the gen- 
eral. 

“There are a lot of civil service em- 
ployes in this area who do not come 
under my authority, but when they 
try to give another member of the 
same family a job, that is under my 
authority, and it is not done,” he 
stated. 

He referred to the CCC reserve of- 
ficers as “the finest type of men” and 
added that they are receiving “‘the first 
important steps in mobilization train- 
ing,” which he said was one of the 
necessary steps in preparing for war.

ASHEVILLE, N. C: Nov. 27. —(P)
